The Annual General Meeting 


Advantage of the formation of the new Aslib, 
incorporating the Association of Special Libraries and 
Information Bureaux and the British Society for Inter- 
national Bibliography, was taken to change its financial 
year to statt on Ist January in place of rst July. The 
date of the 1950 Annual General Meeting has therefore 
been fixed for the afternoon of Wednesday, 26th April. 
It will be held in London and details as to time and 
place will be circulated as soon as possible. In the mean- 
time membets are reminded that two months before 


. that date, e.g. during February, they will receive the list 


of candidates nominated by the Aslib Council for 


election to fill the vacancies caused by the retirement of . 


one-third of the Council in accordance with the Articles 
of Association. They will then have the opportunity of 
nominating any additional candidates. For each such 
nomination the signatures of five Aslib members must 
be obtained and the consent of the candidate must be 
secured in writing ; moreover, each member can only 
make one nomination. If the candidates nominated by 
the Council and by the members together come to more 
than the number of places available, the election will be 
decided by postal ballot. 

Since the business of securing the candidate’s consent 
and of finding four other members who will support the 
nomination takes time, and the names must reach the 
Aslib office not later than 29th March, members are 
asked to start thinking as soon as possible of names that 
they would like to put forward. Forms may be obtained 
from the Aslib office on application.

For many special librarians it will have the 
further interest of being, in itself, an enterprising ven- 
ture in publication by means other than ordinary 
printing. The ACLS takes an active interest in the 
financial difficulties which face learned societies whose 
publications can only be sold in limited numbers, and 
Mr. Henry M. Silver has been appointed ACLS Staff 
_ Adviser on Publications. Of the two issues of the 
Newsletter which have so far appeared, the first--was 
composed entirely on a typewriter-composing machine, 
the second on an IBM Proportional spacing machine ; 
both were printed by offset. They, therefore, in them- 
selves, give practical illustrations of the use of “ near 
print ” as a less expensive alternative to publication by 
ordinary methods. Mr. Silver contributes an article on 
„problems of publishing in both numbers.

This is a directory of French organiza- 
tions from which photographic repro- 
ductions of documents can be obtained. 
Eventually this information will form 
part of the larger international guide to 
documentation services planned by the 
International Federation for Documenta- 
tion, and the present publication, the first 
of its kind for France, has rather the 
nature of a preliminary try-out. Never- 
theless, it brings together a great deal of 
detailed information as to the type of 
photocopy which can be obtained from 
each organization, the charges made, etc., 
which should be most useful to those 
seeking copies of material not otherwise 
obtainable. A second, revised edition is 
already under consideration and a copy of 
a questionnaire is circulated with the pub- 
lication. It is to be hoped that the next 
edition may be issued in a more durable 
form: the present edition, in unpaged 
mimeographed sheets precariously held 
together by staples, would certainly not 
survive frequent consultation.

UNESCO Book Coupon Scheme 


The following notes have been circulated by the U.K. 
National Co-operating Body for Libraries : 

As from 1st January, 1950, the 5 pet cent poundage 
levied by Unesco on all coupons has been abolished. 
The only surchar 
coupons is therefore the 5 per cent imposed by the 
U.K. Distributing Agency (Book Tokens, Ltd.) to 
cover its own costs. Thus the surcharge which pur- 
chasers of coupons have had to pay in the past is now 
halved, and the cost of books purchased under the 
scheme is appreciably lowered. 

Moreover the American Booksellers Association, 
which is the agency to which coupons must be sent 
with orders for U.S. books, has agreed to retain only 
a 15 per cent discount on all publications sold in 
exchange for coupons to booksellers and institutions 
in other countries. American publishers often allow a 
much larger discount than 15 per cent, and hitherto the 
A.B.A. have retained the whole of it, so that the 
purchaser had to pay full retail price. Any discount 
over and above 15 per cent is now passed on, not only 
to booksellers but to institutions. (On the other hand 
where insufficient or no discount is granted by the 
publisher, A.B.A. will make a surcharge up to 15 per 
cent.) 

The effect of these two developments should reduce 


considerably in many cases the cost of books purchased.

Index-Catalogue ceases publication 


The American Index-Catalogue of the Surgeon-General’s 
Library is to cease publication. After the last issue the 
Army Medical Library will publish a volume or volumes 
to complete the record of its monographic holdings up 
to the middle of the century. Provision for a continuing 
recotd of the holdings has been assured in the form of 
an annual supplement to the Library of Congress Catalog 
of Printed Cards. 


At the same time the Library’s Current List of Medical 
Literature will be augmented. An author index will be 
added, a standard list of journals to be covered regu- 
larly will be introduced, classification by broad journal 
groupings will be abandoned, the format and frequency 
of publication may be altered, and a cumulative subject 
index will be provided.

Availability of Russian Translations 


Numerous inquiries are being received both at 
D.S.LR. and at the Science Museum Library about the 
availability of full translations of articles in periodicals 
covered by the Translated Contents Lists. In general it 
should be noted that the time which elapses between the 
receipt of a copy of a Russian periodical in this country 


and the appearance of the titles of the articles contained 
in it in the Translated Contents Lists is now so short 
that it is unlikely that any translations of the articles 
themselves have been made. 

The Science Museum Library. has advertised its 
willingness to accept copies of translations of Russian 
scientific and technical articles and to make them avail- 
able through its photocopying service. At present, 
however, only about a dozen translations a month are 
being received, while about 600 articles are listed each 
month in the Translated Contents Lists. . Translations 
received by the Science Museum Library are catalogued 
and listed in the Weekly List of Accessions to the Library, 
but as this list may not be generally available, it has 
been decided to include from time to time in the 
Translated Contents Lists a list of the translations 
held by the Science Museum Library. It is hoped 
that users of the Translated Contents Lists will refer 
to this list of translations before approaching the 
Science Museum Library. 

The first of these lists of translations will be included 
in the next issue of the Translated Contents Lists, i.e. 
No. 11, April, 1950.

The Bristol Public “Hibmerits hold an important | 
collection%Gf books on draha and the theatre. The 
books -deal with dramatic history from the earliest 
times "to the present day, and with criticism and com- 
mentary on the works of playwrights of many countries. 
The material relating to English drama ranges from 
medieval, Elizabethan, Restoration and, eighteenth- 
century to modern times. Gifts which supplement the 
much larger number of volumes in the geieral stock 
of the City Libraries are the John Williams Collection, 
presented to the Reference Library in 1918, containing 
700 volumes on Shakespeare, and a recent donation to 
the City of the Clifton Shakespeare Society’s Library of 
nearly 1,000 works. 


Ramifying Keywords 


A system of classification based on standardized 
keywords in Esperanto was advocated fh a paper 
presented by Dr. J. E. Holmstrom on 14th March, 
to the British Esperantist Scientific Association. The 
paper was entitled “Internationalization of Subject 
Index Heads ”’. ° 
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The U.D.C., said Dr. Holmstrom, had defects as well 
as merits. Satisfactory results could be obtained by 
describing each item to be filed in terms of “ ramifying 
keywords ”, each of which would express a particular- 
ization of the idea conveyed by the one on its left as do 
the successive decimal places in a numerical system. He 
had for many years used that method for filing his 
personal notes and suggested that, if the keywords were 
standardized, it could be applied to a wider range of 
purposes. Conceivably, it might be internationalized by 
adopting keywords in Esperanto and these might be 
made to setve as a bridge between definitions of their 
meanings in different national languages, thereby 

- helping to standardize terminology and interlingual 
equivalents. 


To shorten the keywords and make them easier to 
code on punched cards the vowels might be omitted, 
as in. the Russell system which had been developed in 
the U.S.A. to obviate difficulties in indexing surnames of 
mixed national origins. 


French Who’s Who 


It has just been announced that a very useful reference 
work will shortly appear in France. This is the Dieton- 
naire biographique francais contemporain.

The Library of Congress is planning to publish a 


subject list to match the author list, which it has issued 
since January, 1947, of works currently catalogued by 
itself and by other American libraries participating in 
the U.S. co-operative cataloguing scheme.

A Dictionary of Colours 


The British Colour Council’s most recent publication 
is the Dictionary of Colours for Interior Decoration in three 
volumes. Volumes 1 and 2 show illustrations of 378 
colours. These “ illustrations” are not prints but 
actual samples mounted on the loose-leaf pages to 
show the effect of each colour on matt and glossy 
paint and pile fabric surfaces. Volume 3 contains an 
index of over 500 names cross-referenced to the colours 
illustrated in the previous volumes. An added interest 
of this section of the dictionary lies in the annotations 
to each colour name, indicating its origin and the date 
from which it was standardized or came into 
general use. Thus among other information zhe note 
on Cambridge Blue tells us that this colour “ is supposed 
to be the same as Eton Blue, the latter dating from the 
fifteenth century and being adopted by Cambridge in 
1836” while of Mauve we read that “this name was 
given to the first coal-tar dye discovered by Perkin in 
1856”. Each colour has a distinctive number so that it 
would be possible for a client to refer by cable or letter 
to a specific shade without any risk of confusioa. 

The compilation of the dictionary was begun in 1939 
when it was apparent that the needs of the interior 
decoration trades could not be wholly satisfied by the 
Councils Dictionary of Colour Standards, published in 
1934, in which the bias had been towards colours for 
textiles and wearing apparel. The war slowed down 
the work for which much research had to be carried 
out in museums and art collections by Mr. F. Wilson, 
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the Art Director, and Miss B. K. Battersby, the Studio 
Director, and their staff. 

The dictionary is available from the British Colour 
Council, 13 Portman Square, London, W.1, price 
12 guineas to purchasers in the United Kingdom. 


Out-of-print Periodicals 


At the Third Session of its General Conference in 
1948 Unesco was instructed to devise a means for the 
reproduction of out-of-print periodicals. For the 
present, attention is being directed to the reproduction 
of out-of-print issues of the following periodicals : 
Nature, Architectural Review, The Economist, Revue 
générale des sciences pures et appliquées, Journal of Experi- 
mental Medicine, Journal of Biological Chemistry, and the 
Review of Economic Statistics. 

Libraries concerned to secure out-of-print issues of 
the above publications should write direct to the 
Libraries Division of Unesco, stating exactly which 
issues they need. The price of each issue will be the 
same as originally set by the publisher. 

We have seen a sample reproduction of The Economist. 
For the sake of economy and convenience the original 
size of the issue is retained, but four pages are placed 
on each page instead of one. By adopting this method 
the reproduced issue can be bound in volumes matching 
the original issues and the cost kept as near as possible 
to the original price of 15. 


Universal Decimal Classification 


Critics of the U.D.C. are reminded that the British 
Standards Institution, as the body responsible for the 
fourth (English) edition, cannot introduce fundamental 
modifications or extensions in the schedules, except by 
international agreement through the Federation Inter- 
nationale de Documentation at The Hague. 

Constructive proposals, however, will-at all times be 
welcomed, especially for improving English translation 
and terminology and should be submitted, not to 
Aslib or the F.I.D., but to the British Standards 
Institution, 24-28 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, 
quoting the reference OC/20/4. 


Area Bibliographies 


The Festival of Britain Organization is considering 
issuing short bibliographies for certain areas in the 
United Kingdom. It is proposed that a sample biblio- 
graphy be prepared on East Anglia, and publishers have 
been invited to submit titles under the following 
headings: Agriculture, Arcaeology, Architecture, 
Geography, Geology, History and Folklore, Industry, 
Natural History, Planning and Development, Sport, 
General. Standard works of reference now out of print 
but available in libraries will probably be included 
under a separate heading. 


ISO President 


M. Caquot (France) has been elected President of the 
Organization for Standardization (ISO) in succession 
to Mr. Howard Coonley (U.S.A.). 

M. Caquot has had a distinguished career as a civil 
engineer. His achievements include the construction 
of the Madeleine Bridge at Nantes, the Lafayette Bridge 
in Paris, and the Pont de Ja Caille in Haute-Savoie, the 
construction of which constitutes the world’s record in 
teinforced concrete. 


Musica Britannica 


A national collection of the classics of British music 
will be published under the auspices of the Royal 
Musical Association with the support of the Arts 
Council of Great Britain to mark the Festival of Britain. 
It will consist of 30 volumes under the title Musica 
Britannica. 

Professor Edward J. Dent, Dr. G. H. Fellowes, 
Mr. Frank Howes, Professor Anthony Lewis and 
Professor J. A. Westrupp will form the editorial 
committee with Mr. R. Thurston Dart as secretary. 
The first three volumes will be the Madiiner Book, a 
unique collection of carly Tudor keyboard music, 
edited by Mr. Denis Stevens; Shelley’s masque 
Cupid and Death, with music by Matthew Locke and 
Christopher Gibbons, edited by Professor Dent; and 
Arne’s music to Milton’s Comus, edited by Mr. Julian 
Herbage.

The American Library 


When informing us last month that the American 
Library at 5 Grosvenor Square, would be open from 
9 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Mondays to Fridays, Mr. Douglas W.

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Scientific Libraries 

In its Report on Scientific and Technical Library 
facilities for the Committee on Industrial Productivity, 
the Panel on Technical Information Services recom- 
mended that a Scientific and Technical Library Author- 
ity should be set up as a semi-independent agency of the 
Government to run central loan and reference libraries 
and to advise and assist financially other technical 
libraries. After considering this Report the Advisory 
Council on Scientific Policy has stated in its Third 
Annual Report (1949-50) that: 

‘ While agreeing with the diagnosis and broad objec- 
tives stated by the Panel, we felt doubtful whether the 
case for an executive Scientific and Technical Library 
Authority was made out. We consider that the objects 
which the Panel had in view could be achieved by 
existing organizations, given effective co-operation and 
increased support for their efforts. We therefore decided 
to constitute, with your approval, a Standing Scientifie Library 
and Technical Information Committee of the Advisory 
Council on Scientific Policy : 


(f) to co-ordinate the development of scientific 
libraries as a whole, and to consider in greater 
detail the parts to be played by individual libraries ; 

(ii) to examine their additional requirements in the 
light of the needs of users ; 

(ii) to review the recruitment and training of scientific 
librarians ; 

(iv) to initiate and co-ordinate the preparation of union 
lists; and 


(w) to devise and introduce as soon as possible a. 


system of common ot interchangeable readers’ 
tickets for those libraries where tickets are required. 


‘We consider that in this way co-ordination can 
readily be achieved by bringing those interested to- 
gether, and that the necessary support for the provision 
or extension of facilities can be enlisted. In our view 
the necessary knowledge and organizations already 
exist but they urgently need increased resources and a 
higher status if they are to meet the national need.’ 

This committee has now been set up under the 
chairmanship of Mr. E. M. Nicholson, of the Office of 
the Lord President of the Council. Aslib’s representa- 
tive on the committee is Mr. B. Fullman, of the British 
Non-Ferrous Metals Research Association.

The Association has discovered 
that the general belief that the trouble is due to the 
presence of acid from the tanning process is a fallacy. 
An oxidation process set up by the absorption of 
sulphur dioxide from industrial atmosphere causes the 
leather to crumble. The British Museum now specifies 
the particular leathers it requires for bindings, choice 
béing based on a test devised by the Association.

In presenting the annual report, Mr. Roger Duncalfe, 
Chairman of the General Council, explained that the 
work had expanded during the year in all sections, both 
nationally and internationally. The B.S.I. had distri- 
buted nearly three-quarters of a million copies of 
British Standards, many of them volumes of consider- 
able size. The B.S.I. had participated in a number of 
exhibitions, and the Library and Information Service 
had developed substantially. He pointed out that the 
Library now holds copies of about 43,000 overseas 
standards.

A report on this survey, including a statement by the 
Aslib Working Party set up under the chairmanship of 
Miss Barbara Kyle, Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, was drawn up at a meeting called by the Library 
Association on 12th July. This has now been adopted 
by the National Co-operating Body for Libraries and 
has been forwarded to Unesco. It will be considered, 
with reports from other countries, at an international 
conference to be called by Unesco in Paris, from 7th to 
roth November. The National Co-operating Body has 


decided to invite Mr. G. Woledge, Librarian of the - 


British Library of Political and Economic Science and 
Hon. Secretary of Aslib, and Mr. L. R. McColvin, 
Librarian of the Westminster Public Libraries, to attend 
the conference in Paris as delegates of Great Britain. 


Ascona Meeting 


A meeting of the Documentation Committee of the 
International Organization for Standardization (ISO 
T'C/46) was held at Ascona, Switzerland, from 28th to 
3oth April, to agree on a number of draft recommen- 
dations for international standards and to begin work 
on additional standards. Representatives attended from 
Belgium, Denmark, France, India, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Sweden, Switzerland, the Union of South Africa and the 
United Kingdom and from IFLA and Unesco, and 
Yugoslavia sent an observer. 

Four draft standards were approved—those for the 
International Code for abbreviating titles of periodicals, 
the lay-out of periodicals, the transliteration of Cyrillic 
characters, and for the sizes of photographic repro- 
ductions on paper (readable without optical devices). 
If accepted by 13 or more of the 26 member-countries 
of ISO these will be recognized as international stand- 
ards. Provision has been made for certain details to be 
modified if necessary in the light of special requirements 
or of the findings of other ISO technical committees. 

The Committee approved the preparation of a list of 
conventional contractions (e.g. J. for Journal, Z. for 
. Zeitschrift) as an appendix to the International Code 
for abbreviating titles of periodicals. Other future work 
is to include: consideration of a code for the compila- 
tion of indexes and contents lists of periodicals, etc., the 
standardization of terms used in documentary repro- 
duction, standards for reproduction by microfilm, the 
study of BSI standard 1629: 1950 on bibliographical 
references, and consideration of the possibility of 
standardizing the transliteration of further non-roman 
alphabets. 

A special sub-committee was set up to handle all 
photographic work, with a secretariat at the French 
Standards Association (AFNOR), bibliographical work 
remaining with the general secretariat of the Com- 
mittee at The Hague. 


B.N.C.D. 


At a meeting held on 30th August, 1950, the British 
National Committee on Documentation decided to 
dissolve itself on 31st December, 1950. This decision 
was prompted primarily by the difficulties encountered 
during the last two years in raising this country’s annual . 
contribution to the F.I.D. The committee was of the 
opinion, however, that a small national standing com- 
mittee was needed to co-ordinate documentation 
interests within Great Britain, and expressed the hope 
that Aslib would try to form such a committee consisting 
of representatives of the Library Association, the 
Royal Society, the British Standards Institution and 
Aslib. 

The F.1.D.’s plans for the decentralization of its work 
make it likely that this country will be able to maintain 
its contact with the F.I.D. in relation to the U.D.C. 


Unanswered Questions 


We are enclosing with this issue a copy of Unanswered 
Questions. This bulletin will be published provisionally 
monthly by D.S.I.R. (Intelligence I) in connection with 
its investigation into the question whether the tools 
available are adequate to guide inquirers to the infor- 
mation sought. The D.S.LR. will welcome any specific 
questions on which there may be available information 
which cannot be located. It is stressed that the request 
for unanswered questions is entirely supplementary to 
all existing services of the D.S.I.R.; the special respon- 
sibility continues for Intelligence I section to put 
inquirers into contact with organizations which may 
help them.

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Aslib Annual Conference 


It is a measure of the merit of the Conference Com- 
mittee that the Annual Conference was a success in 
spite of weather which put the Manchester delegates 
thoroughly at home. 

The sessions were so well attended that at one time 
the Press was sitting on a window sill. The speakers 
were excellent and the papers as entertaining as they 
were informative. Many delegates stressed the import- 
ance of the contacts they were able to make and the 
value of the opportunities for an exchange of ideas. 

Much of the table talk was of the new policy outlined 
by the Director on Saturday morning and his proposal 
for a library consultant and specialist committees. 
Suggestions of modifications to this policy were noted 
by the Chairman of Council, Mr. Hyams, who assured 
the Conference that every idea submitted would receive 
the most careful consideration of the Council. 

We are not printing a report in this bulletin as the 
November issue of slib Proceedings will be devoted to 
the Conference. 


L.A. Conference 

The Library Association’s Annual Conference, held in 
London from 18th to 22nd September, was of course 
principally concerned with celebrating the centenary of 
the first Public Libraries Act. In the absence on naval 
service of the President, the Duke of Edinburgh, his 
uncle, Earl Mountbatten, welcomed the many foreign 
visitors at the inaugural session and delivered the 
Presidential Address. On the Wednesday, Mr. Charles 
Nowell, City Librarian of Manchester, spoke on ‘ The 
Last Hundred Years’. The Library Association Annual 
Lecture was delivered on the Thursday by Sir Arnold 
Plant, Cassell Professor of Commerce in the University 
of London, on the subject ‘ Are Libraries Business- 
like?’ Defining ‘business-like? as ‘ well-ordered, 
systematic, prompt’, Sir Arnold asked whether those 
epithets could fairly be applied to all phases of the public 
library movement, both in its relations to its clientele 
and in its internal arrangements. He concluded by 
examining the optimum size of the public library unit. 

Among the many papers delivered at sectional 
meetings, undoubtedly the most important for members 
of Aslib was that read by Mr. D. V. Arnold, of LCL, 
to the University and Research Section on the Tuesday 
afternoon, under the title ‘Why Special Libraries >” 
Not enough importance had been attached (he said) to 
the examination of library administration from the 
point of view of the group of readers served, with the 
result that the term ‘special libraries’ had become 
extremely difficult to define. He suggested a new term 
“ special group libraries ’, to include any library serving 
a group of readers existing as a special community with 
some common bond other than the library itself; such 
a definition would include university libraries. Mr. 
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Arnold then examined the problems common to 
university and industrial librarians. He considered 
that some very different form of basic professional 
training from that now generally obtainable would be 
required if such ‘special group libraries’ were to 
undertake co-operative tasks of sufficient importance 
to be worth while. Library research was essential, 
particularly into the relationship of all types of library 
not only to their own readers but also—from the view- 
point of those readers—to each other. 

Ata meeting of the Medical Section on the Wednesday 
afternoon Sir Cecil Wakeley, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England, opened a discussion 
on ‘ The Role of the Library in the Advance of Medi- 
cine’. He mentioned particularly the Royal Society of 
Medicine’s Central Medical Library Bureau as a clearing 
house for information, and the work of the Medical 
Section in its three years of existence in bringing to- 
gether medical librarians, distributing duplicates and 
atranging training courses. Contributions were read 
by Dr. C. H. Kellaway, Director-in-Chief of the Well- 
come Research Institution, on the function of a research 
library; by Dr. Hugh Clegg, Editor of -the. British 
Medical Journal, on standards of documentation and 
bibliographic citation; by Mr. V. Z. Cope, Consulting 
Surgeon to St. Mary’s Hospital, on the availability of 
information and the education of readers in the use of 
libraries; and by Professor E. C. Dodds, Harveian 
Librarian, on the library of the Royal College of 
Physicians.. In the ensuing discussion, speakers referred 
to the economic pressure on the libraries of societies, 
the work of medical departments of public libraries, the 
need for staff libraries in non-teaching hospitals, the 
necessity of appointing only trained librarians, and the 
value of microfilm to small or isolated libraries. 

On the Thursday afternoon, Mr. D. W. Bryant, 
Director of Libraries, U.S. Information Service, 
addressing the University and Research Section on 
“Developments in Ametican University Librarianship 
since the War’, stressed the necessity of training 
librarians to cope with the increasing complexity of 
administration and relieving the fully-trained man of all 
“non-professional work”, and of determining future 
methods of cataloguing by a study of the actual use 
made of existing catalogues. He also described schemes 
for co-operative collecting and methods of Anglo- 
American co-operation. 


World Agreement on Book Duties 


Books, newspapers, magazines, manuscripts, music 
scores, maps, charts and travel literature will enjoy 
duty-free entry under an international agreement which 
Unesco is sponsoring as a means of reducing barriers to 
world trade in educational, scientific and cultural 
materials, The text of the convention was approved by 
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Unesco’s 59 Member States at the recent General 
Conference of the Organization in Florence. 
Governments signing the “Agreement on the 
Importation of Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Materials” will abolish duties on books, newspapers, 
and periodicals of all kinds ; on manuscripts, including 


‘ typescripts; On music in manuscript or printed form ; 


and on travel posters and travel literature, such as 
pamphlets, guides, time-tables and leaflets. 

At the same time, governments will grant foreign 
currency for books and other publications for public 
libraries. 

The agreement will also permit the free importation 
of paintings, drawings and sculpture. Newsreels, 
educational films and filmstrips will likewise be freed 
from tariff restrictions. Duties will also be lifted from a 
wide range of materials consigned to recognized 
educational, cultural and scientific institutions.

Unesco is circulating the convention to all its Member 
States, and to Members of the United Nations. It will 
be open for signature at Lake Success, New York, 
shortly and will come into force following ratification 
by ten countries.

Winter Meetings 


An insertion in our last issue announced the post- 
ponement of the Winter Meeting originally fixed for 
13th December of this year. This was occasioned by 
the clash of this date with a meeting of the University 
and Research Section of the Library Association. It was 
considered more convenient to te-arrange our pro- 
gramme and, accordingly, Mr. A. J. Wells will give his 
paper on “ How to choose a classification for your 
Special Library ” on Thursday, 8th March, 1951. 

The Library Association extends an invitation to 
Aslib members to attend its meeting on 13th 
December, on “ Lighting and Colour in Libraries.” with 
an introduction by Mr. K. D. C. Vernon of the Royal 
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Society of Arts, to be held in the Lighting Service 
Bureau, 2 Savoy Hill, W.C.2, at 6 p.m. 

In view of the postponement of Mr. Wells’s lecture 
we have arranged another Winter Meeting for 15th 
December. Members, particularly those who attended 
the Winter Meeting of znd December, 1929, to discuss 
the Unesco/Library of Congress Bibliographical Survey, 
will appreciate the opportunity of hearing Mr. F. C. 
Francis’s first-hand report on the Unesco Conference on 
the Improvement of Bibliographical Services held in 
Paris from 7th~1oth November. 

The meeting on 26th October, “ Library Building : 
Library Planning”, was considerably stimulated by 
-contributions from architects and the collection of 
maps, photographs, and models arranged by Miss 
Thomerson of P.A.T.R.A. A full report of the meeting 
will be published in Aslib Proceedings. 


Aslib Proceedings 


It has been decided to expand the scope and nature 
of Ashb Proceedings as from next year. This will give 
an opportunity for shorter articles, which have not 
been presented at an Aslib Meeting, to be published. 
It is also hoped to include letters to the editor, hints and 
brief notes on techniques, and members are invited to 
submit contributions of this nature for the editor’s 
consideration. 


Formation of Groups 


In his paper at the Annual Conference tke Director 
outlined a proposal to form groups of Aslib members 
working in similar fields to stimulate co-operation and 
the exchange of ideas. It is hoped to form a few experi- 
mental groups, if possible this winter. The Director 
will be glad to hear from any members who would like 
a group to be formed representing their own particular 
fields of interest. 


Social Sciences 

In April, 1950, Aslib set up a Working Party “to 
consider and report on such parts of the Unesco/Library 
of Congress Report on Bibliographical Services as are 
concerned with the Social Sciences, with a view to 
discovering and making known the existicg biblio- 
graphical sources in that field”. 

The members of the Working Party, after discussion, 
came to the conclusion that only by further limiting 
their terms of reference would they be likely to produce 
anything positive as a contribution to the subject in a 
reasonably short space of time. Accordingly, <hey have 
only considered the contributions to this field published 
in the Commonwealth, in the hope that other countries 
will make similar surveys, and, that from these combined 
efforts, useful information may be made internationally 
available. 

The Working Party has compiled a list, the purpose of 
which is not to form a bibliography of recommended 
sources, but to indicate the extent of British material. 
The object has been to include all specialist abstracts and 
bibliographical tools and auxiliary material has been 
included for subjects insufficiently documented. Inevit- 
ably, more useful works than many of those listed ate 
available if the field is surveyed on the inte-national 
level. 

For the purpose of this list “social sciences” has 
been arbitrarily defined to comprise the following 
subjects: sociology, statistics, political science, econ- 
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omics, law, international relations and organizations, 
colonial administration, social services, education and 
the sociological aspects of psychology and anthropology. 
The sources listed, with the exception of those already 
in Beszerman’s Bibliography of Bibliographies, include: - 
1. periodicals and other serials current since 1945, 
2. separate bibliographies published since 1924, 
all published in the Commonwealth. The following 
categoties have been intentionally omitted: national 
bibliographies; monographs of which only a part is 
bibliographical ; bibliographies covering a wider field 
than the social sciences. :

U.D.G. Draft 


We have received from the British Standards Insti- 
tution the U.D.C. 62/622 Revised Draft, reference 
CM(OC: 4942 superseding CG(DOM) 4883 and CJ(OC) 
6621. The British Standards Institution is anxious to 
obtain comments and criticism on this draft and will 
send copies on application to its offices at 24-28 Victoria 
Street, Westminster, S.W.1. It is emphasized that a 
number of the new proposals are still under discussion 
and the draft is not for use. As supplies are limited it 
would be appreciated if only those organizations 
desiring to comment on the proposals applied for copies. 


Building Documentation 


On 23rd October the International Council for 
Building Documentation . (C.1.D.B.) was formally 
inaugurated by a unanimous vote of the General 
Assembly meeting in Paris. The Conference was 
attended by 123 persons representing 23 countries 
and 11 international organizations. The first President 
is M. Marini, Director of the Centre Scientifique of 
Technique du Batiment of the French Ministry of 
Reconstruction. 

The Ccnference was called at the invitation of the 
French Government, who showed their wholehearted 
support to the organization through their Minister of 
Reconstruction, M. Claudius Petit, and by the presen- 
tation of the delegates to the President of the Republic, 
M. Vincert Auriol, at the Elysee Palace. 

Five working parties reached agreement on and 
outlined programmes for further work on the exchange 
of informetion between the various national members. 
In general this will take place through the medium of 
abstracts of the national literature, published in English 
or French, on a standard format and with agreed U.D.C. 
classification. Work has already begun on the prepara- 
tion of national and international lists of building 
terminology ; in this Unesco, through Dr. Holmstrom, 
will play an active part in advising on the method of 
incorporating the results in a general polylingual 
dictionary which Dr. Holmstrom is creating. Recom- 


. mendations for the better arrangement of periodicals, 


data sheets and other publications should eventually 
lead to a simplification of bibliographical work. 

The Council, which at first was thought would be 
confined tc Europe, has aroused considerable interest 


outside Europe and should before long have a world- 
wide network of participating members. 

The body responsible for co-operation on behalf of 
the United Kingdom is the British Building Docu- 
mentation Committee, whose chairman, Mr. B. Agard 
Evans, was elected Vice-President of the International 
Council. “The Committee is representative of the 
building documentation interests in this country and it 
is hoped through this latest move, greatly to improve 
the flow of information from abroad across the barriers 
of geography and language. 


Cumulative Index: PE Notes 


On ist January, 1951, a new Cumulative Index to 
PE Notes will be started. The Index will be called 
“ Extensions and Corrections to the UDC” and will 
generally be referred to as “ Extensions ”. The Exten- 
sions will appear semi-annually, viz. on the 1st of 
January and on the ist of July. 

After the edition of the second “ Erganzungsband ” 
to the 3rd (German) complete edition of the Universal 
Decimal Classification which will appear early in 1951, 
the Extensions will contain all future PE Notes in a 
cumulative form. 

The Extensions have the added advantage of labour 
saving and compactness. The usual cutting and 
rearranging of PE Notes will be superfluous. The 
annual subscription to the Extensions will be 25 Dutch 
guilders for those who start their subscription in 1951. 
Prospective subscribers in 1952 or later will have to 
pay a higher subscription rate. Orders should be sent to 
the International Federation for Documentation, 6 
Willem Witsenplein, The Hague, The Netherlands. 


Manchester B.S.I. Branch Office 


The British Standards Institution has opened a 
branch office at 12 Hilton Street, Manchester, 1, where 
a complete set of British Standards, some 1,600 in 
number, may be consulted and copies purchased if 
desired.

State Libraries’ Periodicals 


The Circle of State Librarians has undertaken to 
prepare a list of periodical holdings in State Libraries, 
excluding National Libraries, in connection with a 
Treasury inquiry on binding in State Libraries. 


New Spanish Journals 


Revista de Plasticos is the title of a new bi-monthly 
published by the Plastics Section of the Juan de la 
Cierva Trust of Technical Research in Spain. Annual 
subscription is 80 pesetas, single copies are 15 pesetas. 

The Cultural Relations Department has announced 
the forthcoming publication of Anthologia, a review in 
Spanish, English, French, and later Arabic, versions 
which will complete the work carried out in the Spanish 
Cultural Index. Anthologia will include versions of the 
most interesting articles appearing in Spanish scientific, 
literary, and artistic periodicals.

Near Eastern Studies l

McGraw-Hill to Print Here 


The McGraw-Hill Publishing Co., Ltd., of London 
has arranged with the McGraw-Hill Book Company, 
Inc., of New York to reprint certain scientific and 
technical titles. The first 11 titles will become available 
in November, at prices based on the official conversion 
rate of 7s. 14d. 


National Central Library 


The Annual Report of the National Central Library 
for the year ending 28th February, 1950, shows a 
greatly increased use by libraries of Government 
departments and of research and industrial organiza- 
tions. Work has progressed on the union catalogue of 
printed material in the Russian language in the libraries 
of the United Kingdom, begun in 1947, but it is evident 
that the compilation of the catalogue cannot be com- 
pleted within the period of three years originally 
estimated. It is hoped that work on the union catalogue 
of German wartime publications held by British 
libraries will be virtually complete by 31st March, 1951, 
when ‘the Foreign Office grant for the purpose will 


expire. 


Microcards for Liverpool 


Liverpool Public Library is probably the first public 
library in this country to order a Readex Projector. 
During the war Liverpool lost 200,000 volumes, and 
microcards will replace some of these. Mr. J. F. Smith, 
the City Librarian, will be glad to show the projector to 
any interested librarian. 


World Petroleum Congress 


The World Petroleum Congress will be held at The
